PBEPARINO FOlt THE SESSION. 

London, Jan. 19. — Tho members of par- 
liament are already gathering in London, 
and the ministers aro busy in their offices 
preparing the work of the session. Lord 
Salisbury will visit Cambridge on Wednes- 
duy, to be a guest there of Hon. Latimer 
Neville. Much discussion is going on 
among the members of parliament; as to the 
future of the Liberal party. On the side of 
the Liberals, it is assumed that the West 
Hartlepool address embodies the future 
programme of the party. This address re- 
tains home rule, but also makes conspicuous 
as points to be advocated, tho abolition of 
the hereditary principle in the House of 
Lords; shorter parliaments, one man ono 
vote, and the placing of the liquor traffic 
under popular control. This programme 
is more moderate than that ad- 
vocated by ninny radicals, but is 
broad enough to tako in nil tho Liberal 
party. The Unionists, on the other hand, 
offer a judicious scheme of country govern- 
ment and settlement of tho agrarian ques- 
tion by making the tenant the owner of the 
land. On English questions, the Unionists 
aro virtually silent, and for this reason tho 
Liberals are sanguine of victory. 

COURT BALL IN" BEMJK. 

The reception and bull in the Imperial 
Opera houso at Berlin, this evening, is 
described as a most magnificent affair. The 
Empress was present, as well as the Em- 
peror, and assisted in receiving the guests, 
who included members of the diplomatic 
corps, German foreign princes and chief 
dignitaries of the empire The Emperor is 
determined to revive all the splendors of 
the court, and the famous subscription balls 
in the opera house will be given for tho first 
time since 1887 in February and March. 

HUNGARIAN HATRED OF AUSTRIA. 

From Vienna comes news that tho 
Hungarian students at Pesth aro preparing 
to celebrute the release, to-morrow, of the 
young student - soldier Jovamovics, after 
serving his term of imprisonment to which 
he was senteneod for drinking to the 
health. of Louis KoasUi'i at a celebration in 
honor of tho Emperor. Notwithstanding a 
petition, numerously signed, tho Emperor 
refused to pardon Jovamovics. The affair 
has done much to revive the long dormant 
hatred of Austria in Hungary, Receutly, 
the Austrian Emperor was subjected 
to an insult of a grosser character 
while traveling in Hungary. A peasant 
who had been selected as driver for the Im- 
perial party over a difficult road, suddenly 
turned to the Emperor and said : " I have 
driven a greater man than your Majesty 
over this road." The suite were astonished 
at tho man's freedom, but the Emperor 
quietly aaknd tho peasant who it was. The 
peasant answered ; " Hfs Mojesty Louis 
Kossuth." The remark was not resented. 
Hut the case of Jovamovics was different, 
he being a soldier. 

SETTLEMENT BY ARBITRATION. 

The Glasgow chamber of commerc is 
taking steps to petition parliament to enact 
legislation compelling submission to arbitra- 
tion of the issues between the Scotch rail- 
ways and their former servants, now on 
strike, The chamber states that railways 
are public corporations, and that tho public 
have u right through parliament to interfere 
with any course on the part of the railways 
that deprives the public of the use of them. 
The chamber favors the selection of the 
board of trade as the arbitrating power for 
this and similar difficulties. 

FRIGHTFUL ACCIDENT IN A CHURCH. 

A frightful accident is reported from 
Pensing, a village in tho suburbs of Vienna. 
During Divine service, while the church 
was full of worshippers, the choir loft sud- 
denly gave way, and eight persons wero 
killed in the wreck, and many others in- 
jured. 

THE LATE GEORGE BANCROFT. 

Preparations for the Fuiieriil-Tclegrnnis of 
Condolence from Emperor William 
Orders Issued by .Secretary Trncy. 

Washington, D. C.Jan. 19.— Tho fun- 
eral of the lute George Bancroft will lake 
place from St. John's P. E. Church, in this 
city, to-morrow morning. There will be no 
pomp displayed in any way, but everything 
will be conducted in the quietest and sim- 
plest manner. The remains will be sent to 
Worcester, Mass., for interment. Tho pall 
bearers who will officiate at tho funeral ser- 
vice to-morrow are aa follows: Chief Justice 
Fuller, Justice Field, Justice Rlanchforri, 
Senator Evarta, Mr. Bayard, Admiral 
Rogers, Mr. George William Curtis and Mr. 
John A. King. 

Among tho many telegrams of condol- 
ence received at the Bancroft mansion, is 
one from the Emperor of Germany, trans- 
mitted through the German legation in this 
city as follows: "His Majesty, tho Em- 
peror and King, remembering tho relation 
of friendship which for muny years existed 
between His Majesty, the late Emperor 
William and the late Hon. George Ban- 
croft, as minister of the United States to 
Berlin, has directed me to express to you 
and your family his most sincere sympathy 
with tho great loss which has fallen upon 
you and upon your country." 

A telegram was also received from the 
secretary of the American Historic Society 
expressing sympathy, and announcing that 
a committee would attend the funeral. 

Tho following general order 'Wus issued by 
Secretary Tracy. "It is with deep regret 
that tho Secretary of the Navy announces 
to the navy and marine corps tho death, on 
tho 17th inst., at Washington, of Hon. 
George Bancroft, formerly Secretary of tho 
Navy. Tho long and honored career of Mr. 
Bancroft, his high character, and the dis- 
tinction which ho achieved both in public 
office and in literary labor, have made his 



name one of tho most familiar and venorated 
in American annals. His successful admin- 
istration of the navy dopartinent from 
March, 1845, to September, 1840, was 
marked pre-eminently by the foundation of 
the nuvul academy, an act which has earned 
for him the most profound and lasting 
gratitude of the navul service. As a mark 
of respect to his memory, it is ordered that 
the navy department be draped in 
mourning for a period of 30 days, und that 
all business be suspended therein at the 
day of the funeral."

This year there 
havo been two vessels launched already, 
namely, the Amcrian steamer Holyoko und 
the schooner Fa\orite, both of which were 
up for extensive repairs. The next to bo 
launched is the schooner Kate, now on tho 
ways getting ready for the spring sealing. 
She will leave the ship yard next Tuesday, 
after which the steamer Boscowitz will take 
her place to have general repairs made. 
An American steamer will then go on. 
r 9\\3 ship yard is the only one of tho kind 
in the city. Its slip is built after the pat- 
tern ot a marine slip and can make prepara- 
tions for a vessel in about two hours.

Clark expects to build a sealing schooner 
for himself in the spring, the dimensions of 
which will be 70 feet long, {22 feet beam 
und eight feet depth of hold. 

Among the many vessels which are to be 
put in order by the workmen of Turpel's 
shipyard, are the steamers Badger and 
Emma, and the schooner Walter L. Rich. 
The former steumcrs are being repaired now, 
and the latter boat will go on next Satur- 
day.

On the contrary, Webb, 
Kenny und Hurrington are using the funds 
received from America strictly in accord- 
unco with the understanding given, and not 
ono furthing of tho money from beyond the 
Atlantic has been used for u purpose con- 
nected with the present dispute.

A Would-be Bobber Assaults HIne Host, 
Warboeuf, of the Poodle Dog. 

Mr, Louis Marhocuf, proprietor of thet 
Poodle Dog hotel and restaurant, was the 
victim of a decidedly unpleasant adventure 
at his own hack door, very early yesterday 
morning. 

It was in the neighborhood of 2 a.m. 
when lie closed his establishment for the 
night, extinguished the lights, and taking 
his cash box under his arm, went out by the 
back door, intending to go to bod. Turning 
to lock the door after ho had passed through 
it, he found that the key would not turn,as the 
lock hud apparently been tampered with. He 
bent down to sec if he could overcomo the 
difficulty, and just then felt a heavy blow on 
the head, which had not, however, the effect 
of Btunning him, He retained possession of 
his cash box and called loudly for telp, 
whereat his assailant, who was in his shirt- 
sleeves, turned and disappeared up the 
Poodle Dog stair way. 

As the front door was socurely fastened, 
Mr. Murboeuf at once came to tho con- 
clusion that the man who had assaulted 
him was ono of his own boarders. He had 
not obtained a view of the face, but, on the 
arrival of tho police, had alt the guest3 
turn out in the hopo thnt ho might identify 
the man. In this he failed, however, and 
the guilty person will, no doubt, evade 
justice. 



THOS. DOYLE IS DEAD, 

And Another Brpak is Created in the Banks 
of the Pioneer Miners. 

On Sundny, night, Thos. Doyle, a well 
known miner of the early days, was re- 
moved from the circle of his acquaintances 
by death. His illness had been of long 
duration, and his lust hours were marked 
by tho tender ministrations of friends. The 
funeral will take place at 8:45 a.m. to-day, 
from Mr. Haywnrd's undertaking rooms, 
and hulf un-hour later from the Roman 
Cutholic pro cathedral. 

The deceased was born in Dublin, Ireland, 
about GO years ugo, und camo to British 
Columbia from Montana during the Peace" 
River excitement of 1870. From Cache 
Creek he went to Cassiar in 1874, remaining 
in tha northern mining country until 1880. 
Then ho became a resident of Yale, where 
after the fire he built tho Blanche saloon. 
In 1SS2 ho left the mining country and 
came to Esquiinalt, where ho was proprietor 
of tho Club saloon, which he sold to Mr. 
Fiaher. Since then he has remained out of 
business, leading the life of a quiet citizen 
of Victoria. 



HE, TOO, WAS DROWNED. 

The Body of John Francis, a Steamboat Han, 
Hecovered Yesterday. 

Officer Redgrave, of the city police, re- 
ceived information yesterday that tho body 
of a man was afloat near the entrance of the 
harbor. A boat was at once secured, and 
with it the badly disfigured remains — of a 
laboring munevidontly from hisdress — which 
were brought to Mr. Lockhart's undertak- 
ing rooms. The question of his identity 
was not settled for some time; it was at 
first thought that the unfortunate man was 
McLaughlin, then he was believed to be 
another victim of the wharf disaster, then, 
the missing man Ford, and finally friends 
claimed him as John Francis, an employee 
on the Islander, who wasjjrcported to have 
fallen into the harbor from the rocks near 
the Telegraph hotel, three or four weeks 
ago. A coroners inquest is ordored f ,r 2 
o'clock this afternoon. 

The deceased was a young man in his 
twenties, a native of South Wales, and the 
son of Capt. Francis, of the ship Seo-et. 
He had been in the employ of the C.P.N. 
Co. for three or four years.

To day, Ready for Sea.

She was placed 
in the hands of tho Albion Iron Works on 
December (i, and, to-day, is ready for 
work again — as sound as ever. Both night 
and day crews have been kept at work con- 
stantly, und they have the satisfaction of 
seeing their labors completed in ten days 
less than the contract time. 

It is proposed to celebrate the return of 
tho Costa Rica to her natural element with 
a dance, to he given in the Blue Ribbon 
hall, EsquimaU. The officers have issued 
invitations for to-morrow evening, and tho 
affair gives promise of being an extremely 
pleasurable ouo.

Incendiarism at Okanagon Mission- 
Building Operations at Vernon— 
Mining Notes from Nelson. 



(From the Inland Sontinol.) 
Tobogganing is in full Bwin^ at Don- 
ald. 

At Empire Valley the weather still 
continues mild, and thero is as yet no ice 
across the river. 

The dedication services at the new 
Presbyterian church, Enderby, have 
been tixed for Sunday, February 1. 

The weather at Okanagan has so far 
been exceptionally mild, and compara- 
tively little snow has fallon, the entire 
absence of monotonous rain alone dis- 
tinguishing it from that of the Coast. 

On Monday night last, an incendiary 
set firo to two stacks of hay on Mr. T. 
Ellis' ranch at Okanagan Mission. About 
300 tons of hay wero burned, and the 
loss is estimated at about $3,500. The 
, two stacks wore not within half a mile of 
each other, which goes to prove that the 
fire was not the result of an accident. 
Mr. Ellis has offered a reward of 8250 for 
the capture of the fire fiend. 

The new boat being built bolow Nelson 
for the Columbia & Kootenay Steam 
Navigation Co., i3 nearing completion, 
and will, it is expected, be ready for 
machinery by April 1. She will be 130 
feet long, 2(> wide, and judging from her 
lines a very smart craft. Mr. Stephenson 
ia the builder. 

The work of grading the Shuswap & 
Okanagan railway is being carried on on 
both aides of Enderby. As soon as frost 
stops operation, in that part of the coun 
try, a gang of men will be put on grading 
the road from Vernon northwards, the 
weather being mildor at Vernon than at 
Enderby. The contract for cutting ties 
has beon let, and as soon as the weather 
breaks up in the Spring tracklaying will 
commence. 

Tenders are being roceived at Vernon 
for the lumber necessary for a §20 000 
hotel, newspapor offices, several cottages 
and sidewalks, ib being tho intention of 
the Okanagan Land and Development 
company to commence work early in tho 
Spring. 

An exciting accident occurred the 
latter part of tho previous week at 
Donald, by which one of the lady resid- 
ents narrowly escaped with her life. 
While a number were tobogganing down 
the steep bank of the Columbia river at 
the rear of the Selkirk House, a toboggan 
carrying Mr. McBride and Mrs. D. 
Jamieson, wife of the night yardman of 
Donald, got beyond control, and. throw- 
ing the former from his seat, landed tho 
other unfortunate occupant into the open 
•water. Mr. A. G. M. Spragge ran to the 
edge of the ice, and, leaning well out, 
with the aid of a snow shoo succeeded in 
reaching Mrs. Jamieson, who by this 
time was in an exhausted condition, and 
bringing her safely to the ice. 

KOOTE.VAY ITEMS. 
(From tho Nelson Minor.) 
The weather continues exceptionally 
good. There is no snow at Ainsworth, 
and the ground ia almost bare at Nelson. 
For the first five days of tho week the 
thermometer ranged from 36 to 38 at 
noon. On Friday it dropped to 20. The 
outlet is . still open, and even bets are 
made that it will not freeze over this 
winter. 

On Monday, Jan. 5, a man named \Yil- 
liam Kidder waa drowned in Kootenay 
Lake while travelling from Nelson to 
Ainsworth on a barge, with a party of 
loggers. Preparations were being made 
to cook supper, and one of tho party had 
left his seat— a small butter keg— to do 
something at the stove. In attempting 
to seat himself on the vacant keg, Kid- 
der misjudged its height and fell 
backwards into the lake. Empty 
boxes and tables wero at once thrown 
overboard, but, in the darkness, they 
were useless. Aside from the cry he 
uttered as he fell backwards, no sounds 
■were afterwards heard, and it is not 
known whether he ever came to tho sur- 
face. 

A correspondent of The Miner, writing 
from Cranbrook, under the date of De- 
comber 13th, says: "Messrs. Dole, Palis 
and two other prospectors have discovered 
i\ 2l foot ledge in this neighborhood, 
from" which they got an assay of $475 to 
the ton— 890 of the assay value is gold, 
tho balance being copper and silver. Mr. 
Griffith of Wild Horse Creek has finished 
cleaning up, and according to his account 
has done well for tho live years he has 
beon piping. On Weaver Creek, Messrs. 
Edwards, Kidgeway, Dolo, and Roberts 
have started to dig in tho deep channel 
of tho creek, and are already down 20 
feet. They hopo to bo taking out gold 
by the middle of January. Perry Creek 
is deserted. It seems a pity to see so 
many good buildings tenantless and use- 
less."

Tho Aldernianic Board of 1800 ended its 
career at noon yesterday, when Mayor 
Grant and the Aldermen elect for the year 
took the outliB of ollioo before Hon. Mr.

POLITICS IN THE PULPIT- 

Rev. Covcrdale Watson Refers to the Recent 
Municipal Elections. 

At both sorvices, last Sunday, refer- 
ence was mado in the pulpit of the Pan- 
dora Streot Methodist church, by the 
Rev. C. Watson, to tho recent municipal 
elections and their results. The text on 
which the morning sorvico was based was: 
"Sanctify them, though thy truth, thy 
word is truth," &c. Ho began by speak- 
ing of tho stages of prayer. It was at 
first a trembling supplication and gradual- 
ly rose until it became calm and restful 
with tho conquoring "I will." There 
was involved in sanctification, dedication, 
sacrifice or denial and profession. Upon 
theso ho dwelt at considerable length. 
Dwelling upon tho application of religion 
to the affairs of state, ho declared that 
thoro was never any groater fallacy on 
the part of any professing Christian than 
the idea that religion must bo kept out of 
politics. Religion had everything to do 
with them. When tho Christian man 
went into politics, it was his way of seek- 
ing to bring social and public matters un- 
der control of tho sermon on the Mount. 

In the evening, Mr. Watson preached 
from Lamentations III., v. 12: "Ho 
hath bent his bow and set me as a mark 
for tho arrow." In the course of his ob- 
servations, in which ho described tho 
arrows as being sharp in the heart of the 
King's eminies, ho related the anecdote 
of the man, who when driving a cart, re- 
fused to jump out when his horso ran 
away, and being asked tho reason of his 
supremo folly, said, " Why, man, my 
little boy was in that cart." Our woman- 
hood, he went on to say, had their eyes 
on tho boys when they took the course 
they did in connection with tho Municipal 
Elections. Theirs should be tho policy. 
Never mind old foes — personal nr politi- 
cal—but mind the boys whom tho saloons 
would have if that wero in any way pos- 
sible. What care tho saloons for purity 
or principlo ? At tho late elections they 
had tampered with tho voters' lists, and 
but for this tho majority would have been 
very different to what it really was. The 
saloons wero determined to have tho boys 
and the girls, tho men and women of tho 
future. Should this be allowed ? Willi 
the saloon-keepers it was he who could 
curso tho loudest and drink tho hardest ; 
and from this tho women of Victoria had 
mado up their minds to save their boys. 
It was said that tho women wero trying 
to lead men in public concerns. He pro- 
posed to follow the women. Referring 
to his own mother, ho went on to say 
that he had followed her and intended to 
do so. It was impossible to say how 
much the world owed to tho mothers. 
Ho described travel in a ferry boat, in 
which there was a ladies' cabin from 
which smoking was excluded as well as 
other objectionable pursuits and said 
that in crossing the river of life ho 
wanted and intended to be in the ladies' 
cabin.

BRAVE MARINERS' WORK. 



They Perform a Noble Deed of Dar 
iujr and Avert Great 
Danger. 



■Owing to Storms the Oil Supply of 
the Light Houses on the Florida 
Reef Run Out. 

Key West, Jan. 18. — Commandor 
Thomas S. Smythe, of tho revenue cuttor 
McLano, who did bucIi good work last 
May .in the Cedar Key troubles and re- 
cently captured tho Spanish smuggler 
Angelita, has just accomplished another 
noteworthy service requiring no less 
bravery. Soveral of tho great lights of 
the Florida reefs have recently had a nar- 
row escape from running out of oil. 

Owing to the sevore northers in the 
gulf, the government light house steamer 
Laurel has been unable to visit Key West 
for over a fortnight. News reached Koy 
West that several Florida reefs have re- 
cently had a narrow escape from running 
out of oil. 

The very chance of such a thing is 
enough to frighten any sailor accustomed 
to navigate the coast. In all, some eight 
first-order lights stand sontinel along the 
whole chain of reefs, commencing at 
Foyer rock and ending at Dry Tortugas. 
To let thorn go out meant peril to all 
vessels in the vicinity and certain disaster 
in a storm. 

A week later Commander Winn, in 
charge of tho Key West naval station, 
received word by a messenger, who had 
pulled 40 miles in a small boat from Som- 
brero light, that tho oil in that light- 
house had all been consumed, and tho 
messenger stated that unless oil could be 
at oiice sent, the Sombrero light could 
not burn during the night of 
the 7th. The same deplorable news 
came late from tho American shoal lights 
Inuso and tho Sand Koy light-house. 
All these lights are built on sunken reofs 
far out at sea. 

Tho news of the condition of Florida 
reef lights no sooner reached Key West 
than Capt. Smythe volunteered to go 
through the storm to the relief of the 
light-houses. It was blowing half a gale 
of wind on the roofs, but tho McLane 
was out on a mission of life and death. 
There was no thought of danger, none 
other than to reach that great white 
structure witli tho precious oil. It was 
just turning dark when tho cutter made 
(Sombrero head. 

First, tho cnttor was got in readiness 
and 40 gallons of oil placed on the bot- 
tom of the boat and the crew, in charge 
of Lieut. Uberroth, with lifo preservers 
on, stood ready to pull away the moment 
the vessel's headway was stopped. 

Between the McLane and the light- 
house a heavy surf was running, but, 
Tiothing daunted, down went tho cuttor 
head first into the water, and Uberroth 
was dashing squarely at tho surf. With a 
cry of horror all on board saw the boat 
and her crow disappear, but only for an 
instant, for there she was again outside of 
the surf, but in rough water. Her men 
wero overboard hanging on to the gun- 
wales and bailing her out. In a few 
minutes Uberroth was at it again, steer- 
ing with a great long oar over the stern. 
A Becond time tho cutter was thrown 
buck, and by a third attempt she was 
carried over the shoal on top of a huge 
white comber amid tli^ cheers of tho men 
on the McLane. The oil was safely 
landed and the McLane returned safely 
to port.

THE FIREARMS' LICENSE BILL. 

To the Editor— I think tho Attorney- 
'General's bill imposing a tax on the carry- 
in? of tiroarms is likely to oxcito con- 
siderable comment. Many peoplo, votar- 
ies of tho gun and othors, will bo curious 
to know tho objoct of such a Law in a new 
and sparsely settled country. It can 
hardly bo for the purpoao'of raising 
rovenuo, because tho amount so produced, 



unless tho tax wero high and stringently 
collected, would not form a very impor- 
tant item in the year's receipts. If its 
object bo to check crime and lessen tho 
number of accidents then I hold it will 
entirely fail in accomplishing its purpose. 
Tho ten shilling license law has been in 
force for some years in England, but with 
what result? Are accidonts fewer or 
crimes decreased 'I Not a fraction. On 
tho contrary, the lattor has increased and 
is increasing to an alarming extent, as 
anyone may see by reading tho English 
newspapers. 

A gun tax in this country would bo as 
unfair as it would bo unnecessary. It 
would fall chiefly on the town gunners, 
for how could such a law be enforced in 
the country districts. 

If tho laws relating to shooting in the 
harbor, and within the city limits, were 
strictly enforced and not allowed to be as 
they aro. a farce, Mr. Davie might put 
his gun license bill on tho shelf for an 
inderinito period.

DISPUTED PATERNITY. 

The News-Advertiser has, for some 
time, been asserting with an air of sulf- 
aatisfaction that tho Government has bor- 
rowed or stolen tho policy of the Inde- 
pendent party. As thiB is the greatest 
compliment that a journal which has 
such a very high opinion of itself v could 
pay that policy wo did not think it worth 
our whilo to contradict what it said with 
respect to its authorship. We humored 
tho Advertiser by allowing its boast to 
pass without question, merely taking the 
ground that, as the Independents claim 
to have devised the Government's policy, 
the Government may make themselves 
sure of the support of tho Independents 
in carrying it out. This, wo think, was 
fair and reasonable. As the Independ- 
ents — particularly the Independent that 
edits the News-Advertiser— claim tho pa- 
ternity of tho Government's policy, they 
will not be so unnatural as to desert or 
neglect their own offspring. This the 
Advertiser cmstrues into an admission 
that the policy of the Administration 
owes its being to the Independent party. 
That paper, on Sunday, said : "The 
Colonist, indeed, lays great stress upon 
this fact, and uses it as an argument that 
the Independent^ must support the Gov- 
ernment." Our contemporary is evidently 
not a careful reader. If it paid 
a little more attention to what 
has appeared in the Colonist on this 
subject, it would have Been tiiat it was 
the assertions of the Independent news- 
paper on which wo laid such stress. The 
Independents claim that the Government 
policy was theirs, therefore thoy must 
uphold it, was in effect what we said. We 
never once admitted the truth of those 
assertions. We were careful to baso our 
conclusions on their own statements — to 
take them at their own word. We do 
not believe that their claim to the 
paternity of tho Government's policy is 
valid, but we do believe that their claim 
that it belongs to them commits them to 
its support. Wo were in fact well pleased 
to see them laboring under tho delusion 
that the measures proposed by tho 
Government were rightfully their pro- 
perty. This was tho best endorsement 
thoy could have given to those measures. 
It would be cruel in us to contradict 
them, and wo therefore drew our conclu- 
sions from their own premises. The 
Advertiser is evidently very much out of 
humor, because, according to its own 
showing, tho Government has taken the 
•wind out of tho sails of its opponents and 
left them without a grievance. 

It is somewhat singular and not a little 
funny that tho Opposition organ takes pre- 
cisely the samo ground as tho mouth-pioco 
of tholndependents. The Times complains 
that tho Government has stolen tho Op- 
position's policy. This is an unwilling or 
an unconscious admission on tho part of 
tho organ that tho Govenimont is right, 
and that the Opposition has no reason for 
its oxistenco. But tho organ is so incon- 
sistent as still to remain in opposition. 
Tho Opposition which has nothing to op- 
pose, is in a very bad position, but the 
Opposition which opposes a policy of its 
own devising makes itself the laughing- 
stock of tho community. A Government, 
apart from its policy is, in this country 
iand in tho30 duyo, nothing. The same 
may be s .id of an Opposition. Accord 
ing to tho Times, tho GovernmentV 
policy is by rights tho Opposi- 
tion's. But tho Times, nevertheless, re- 
tains its antagonistic attitudo ! It repre- 
eonts an Opposition opposed to itself. 

Tho question of tho paternity of the 



Government's policy is really a comph 
cated one. Tho Independents declaro it 
is theirs, and some of them reproach tho 
Government for having adopted it. Tho 
Opposition proclaim very loudly that it 
belongs to thorn, and accuse the Govern 
ment of stoaling their bantling. Tho 
Government, while saying very littlo 
about tho matter, has presented the poll 
cy to the world in a legal and coristitu 
tional manner, and it quietly performs 
the duties of a prudent and judicious pa 
ront with regard to it, and, singular to 
rolate, tho two parties which claim that 
the handsome and vigorous infant is theirs 
look upon it with an unfriendly eye. It 
would not, therefore, take a Solomon to 
decido to whom the child really belongs. 

PROJECTED RAILWAYS. 

There are, we learn, many railroad 
bills to be brought before tho Legislature 
in the course of tho present session. 
We trust that the Assembly will givo the 
claims of them all most careful considera- 
tion. This country noeds railroads to 
opon it up, in order that its resources 
may be developed. Sectional and per- 
sonal, or even national, jealousies should 
not be permitted to stand in tho way of 
the construction of tho railways that aro 
needed. Tho railway that opens up a 
country rich in natural resources, no 
matter where it comes from, or in what 
direction it runs, must bo a benefit to 
tho province, and if enterprising men 
aro willing to build two roads where, in 
tho opinion of some who profess to 
know tho country, ono is suilicient, let 
tho two by all means bo constructed. 
This is, of course, on the assumption 
that they are to be built wholly by private 
enterprise. 

We think that in the Dominion there 
are too many obstacles placed in tho way 
of building new railroads. Why should 
it not be as easy for a joint stock com- 
pany to build a railroad as to sot up a 
sugar refinery or a cotton factory I Our 
system admits of too wide a scopo for 
private intrigue and party manoeuvr- 
ing. Those who are willing to invest 
their money in a railroad should have 
every facility afforded them. The pro- 
moters should not be handicapped in any 
way. If private investors burn their fingers 
let thorn bear the pain as best they may. 
It is no part of tho Government's busi- 
ness to advise or direct them. Its duty 
is to protect them in their rights after 
they have built the road, and to see to 
the safetyof tho public, |but where the road 
is to be built and whether it is likely to 
pay when it is built, can very safely Le 
left to private enterprise and private in- 
telligence. 

Of course this only applies to roads 
which the Government is not asked to 
subsidize. When the Government is 
petitioned to aid in the construction of a 
road, then it muBt look after its own in- 
terests. Like all other shareholders, it 
must have a voice in deciding where and 
how the road is to bo built, and how it is 
to be managed when it is completed. But 
even in such roads, when there is a pros- 
pect of their being a benefit to the coun- 
try through which they run, the leaning 
of tho Government should be to liberality. 
Narrowness and penuriousness often do- 
feat the ends at which they aim, and are 
really more extravagant than what at first 
looks like prodigality. Wo would like to 
see the Government adopt a railroad 
policy in every way liberal. 

Thore aro some who have a prejudice 
against railroad lines which have ono of 
thoir termini in the States. They say that 
the tendency of such lines is to take 
trade and money out of the country. 
But is this tendency not rather to bring 
trade and population and capital into tho 
country ? It must be remembered that a 
railroad carries both ways, and that if a 
road is built into a new country, it is tho 
interest of its owners to do what they can 
to create business for it. In doing this 
they cannot help benefiting tho country, 
and ben-jfiting it very materially. If 
the population of the province near tho 
American boundary were increased fifty, 
or a hundred fold, and if it were mado to 
produce a thousand fold more than it 
dooj now, would not tho whole province 
bo immensely benefited 'I There can be 
no doubt of it. If opening up the pro- 
vince from tho south will havo this efl'ect 
lot every oncouragement ba giyen to 
those who are willing to ongago in tho 
work. There is no fear of tho province 
not reaping tho lion's share of such devel- 
opment. In tho East no opposition is 
made by Canadians to railway extension 
to tho south, and why should thore bo 
hero ? 

Railway development is a matter of 
very great importance to British Colum- 
bia. Owing to the configuration of tho 
country, communication must bo made 
by railway or, in many cases, not at all. 
Lot our Legislature, therefore, deal liber- 
ally with bona fide railway projectors. 

NOT A ClIECK*TO TEMPERANCE. 

Tho defeat of tho Scott Act in Char- 
lottatown, P.E. I., is a matter of surprise 
ami regret to many who believe that tho 
c iuso of temperance can bo furthered by 
lo'„'al enactments, They, like many in 
Prince Edward Island ten years ago, be- 
1 ^vo that a community can bo made and 
kept sober by Act of Parliament, But 
nluo years experience of tho working of 
tho Scott Act has weakenod tho faith of 



many of tho inhabitants of that province 
in the efficacy of law as an instrument to 
promoto tho causo of temperance. Ono 
of the most enthusiastic and influential of 
tho advocates of tho Scott Act, before its 
adoption and whilo it was in operation, 
was tho venerable Bishop Mclntyre, a 
man revered for his many virtues by 
islanders of all classes and creods. It 
took a long time to convince the good 
bishop that tho Scott Act was a failure. 
He used /his influenco with clorgy and 
laity to give the Act another trial and yet 
another, but he was convinced at last 
that its oporation, or rather its failure to 
operate, was doing more harm than good 
in the community, and he finally ceased 
to exert himself to havo it continued. 
Just before the lata election, the Kuvd 
P. A. McElmeel, in tho Cathodral, no 
doubt with the full concurrence of the 
Bishop, gave the following testimony as 
to the working of tho Seott Act and its 
influenco on the community after nine 
years trial : 

" For the past nino years, said he, wo 
have had the law known as tho Scott Act 
in force here, and all know that it has 
done no good, but, on the contrary, has 
been tho cause of much evil. It is a well- 
know fact that since this Act becamo law 
the number of places where intoxicants 
can bo obtained has greatly increased ; 
and that not a few of these places are 
brothels as well— a fact of which ample 
ovidenco has lately been given in our 
courts. Besides, ho went on, young men 
organize clubs and hire rooms where 
drunken carousals are indulged in from 
morning until night— on Sundays as well 
as other days — and tho prevalence of tho 
crime of perjury in Scott Act cases is de- 
plorable. Tho clergy, whose duty calls 
them to every family in their congrega- 
tion, havo excellent opportunities for 
ascertaining tho extent to which vice and 
immorality have increased in this city 
sinco the Scott Act becamo law, and, as a 
result of this knowledge and after mature 
consideration, ho had arrived at tho con- 
clusion that in tho interests of temper- 
ance and morality the Act should be re- 
pealed and a better and moro workable 
law tako its place. This is not my 
opinion alone, said tho rev. gentleman, 
but the opinion of all the Catholic clergy 
of the city." 

The advocates of tho repeal of the law 
were at a very great disadvantage, inas- 
much as there was nothing to tako the 
place of tho Scott Act, if the citizens 
should vote for its discontinuance. The 
issue was, as tho friends of the Act put it, 
not between the Scott Act and a string- 
ent license law, but between tho Scott Act 
and " free rum." The advocates of the 
continuance of tho Act did not fail to 
make tho most of this canvass. And it 
cart easily bo understood how strong a 
one it was. There were, no doubt, very 
many who would willingly vote for tho 
repeal of tho Scott Act, if there had been 
a good, workable licenBO law to put in its 
place, but who preferred the Scott Act, 
badly as it had worked to unrestricted 
traffic in strong drink. Yet, in spito of 
this dread alternative, a majority of tho 
electors votod against the continuance of 
the Scott Act.

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THE INDIAN WAR ENDED 



Gen. Miles Issues An Address to His 
Victorious Soldiers -The Great 
Hostile Conspiracy. 



Tlio Purpose of the Savages Was to 
Begin Kebellion in the 
Spring. 



Pink Ridge Agency, Jan. 18.— More 
guns wero turned in to Agent Pierco, to 
day, by the hostiles. They told him a 
Bybtonmtic search was boing niado in the 
tepees, and that all the weapons found 
should bo turned over. Tho custodian 
said, to-day, that 500 guns had been sur 
rendered, and at headquartors it is 
claimed that the arms turned over exceed 
in number those recoivod in any other 
campaign. 

Last night several shots wore fired 
tho hostile camp, but nobody was hurt 
To-day, tho Indians wero gloomy and 
sullen. Friendlies informed tho corres- 
pondent that .1 number of troublesomo 
young men still have bad hearts, and can 
iiot bo converted. 

General Miles is meeting with somo 
opposition in his plan of segregating tho 
several Indian tribes. Notwithstanding 
tho Cheyennes had started to Tonguo 
river, the tribe is still detained outsido 
the breastworks, awaiting the commission 
from the interior department to move. 
Tho General proposed to send back to 
their respective agencies all the Indians 
not belonging to this place. 

Another council was hold to-day, but 
nothing important took place. General 
lliles, to-night, issued a congratulatory 
address to tho soldiers on the success of 
the campaign. General Miles will pro 
fcably loavo for the east early next woek, 
and General Brooke will resume com- 
mand of the forces in tho field. 

General Miles, in his address, takes 
pleasm-u in announcing tho satisfactory 
termination of hostilities. The disaffec- 
tion among tho Indians, ho says, was 
•widespread, involving many different 
tribes. Tho purpose of the conspiracy 
was to produce a genoral uprising of all 
the Indians in tho coming spring. The 
hostile element of the Sioux nation pro- 
cipitated the movement by leaving their 
agoncy, defying tho authority of tho 
government and destroying property 
given them for purposes of civilization. 
General Miles goes on to trace the insur- 
rection, beginning with tho arrest and 
killing of Sitting Bull in a revolt which 
he created after apparently submitting to 
tho police. He tells of tho concentration 
of tho various bodies of troops and the 
gradual closing in ; how everything 
was moving "smoothly tow.irds tho 
completion of tho plan of campaign, 
■when the unfortunate rovolt of Big 
Foot's band"incited too hastily by one of 
their false prophets," resulting in the 
awful tragedy at Wounded Knoe. Tho 
attack on Pine Ridge mission tho next 
day is mentioned, and the story of tho 
closing up of the cordon, tho subsequent 
skirmishes, and tho forcing in of tho hos- 
tilos to where they now are, under the 
guns of tho command and the control of 
the military. 

While tho service has sustained tho loss 
of such gallant otlicors and patriots as 
Capt. Wallace, Lieutenants Casey, Mann 
and Brace 1 and tho non-commissioned 
officers and men who have given their 
lives in the cause of good government, 
the most gratifying results have been ob- 
tained by tho endurance, patienco and 
fortitude of both officers and men. The 
•work of disarming tho hostiles has 
in a large measure been accomplished, 
but will be continued by a portion 
of the command now in tho 
field and by the agency officials. As soon 
as practicable the troops will return to 
their stations, and will tako with them 
the assurance that their services have 
been of great value to tho country in sup- 
pressing one of tho most threatening In- 
dian outbreaks, and that they have been 
enabled to keep botween tho hostile In- 
dians and the unprotected settlements to 
the extent that no citizen's life has boon 
lost beyond the boundaries of the Indian 
reservation. 

In announcing theso facts, tho division 
commander desires to express his thanks 
and tho highest appreciation of the loyal 
and efficient servico that has been ren- 
dered. Mention of individual names of 
■officers or soldiers and tlioir conduct will 
bo deferred until sufficient time is given 
to ascertain each heroic act, in order that 
it may bo prosperity recognized and duly 
rewardod.

THE BEHRIN'G'S SEA DISPUTE. 

How the Latest I'liase of tho Question is 
Viewed In England. 

London, .Tim. 18. — Rumors are afloat 
about somewhat forcible remonstrances 
having been addressed by Blaino to Lord 
Salisbury on account of the proceedings 
taken in tho Supremo court, but nothing 
BoeniB to bo known in official circles of 
any such dispatch having been received. 
Lord Salisbury is probably keoping it to 
himsolf till Tuesday next, when there 
will be a cabinet meeting to arrango the 
course of business for Parliament. 

The government is in a position, it is 
understood, to disposo quietly of any 
chargo brought against it of a dosiro to 
steal a march upon the United States in 
tho Bohring's Sea negotiations, or of 
treating tho secretary of state with dis- 
courtesy. Those who aro acquainted 
with tho facts are confident that when 
tho people of both sides of tho Atlantic 
hoar tho truth, thoy will see that tho 
British ministry could not havo acted 
otherwise than it has done. 

It will bo denied altogether that Salis- 
bury originated or suggested the applica- 
tion to tho Bupromo court. The proceed- 
ings were taken on tho responsibility and 
tho initiative of Canada, tho Ministry 
here concurring and not imagining for a 
moment that the United States Govern- 
ment would place an offensive construc- 
tion upon them.

The professor then gives a lengthy de- 
scription of the way he arrived at tho dis- 
covery of the remedy. He says : 

" If a healthy guinea pig be inoculated, 
the wound caused by the inoculation 
mostly closes over -with a sticky matter 
und appears in its early days to heal. After 
10 or 14 days a hard nodule presents itself, 
which soons breaks from the ulcerating 
sore, which continues until the animal 
dies. 

"A quite different condition of things 
occurs when the guinea pig is already suffer- 
ing from tubercular inocculution. Tho small 
indentation assumes the same sticky cover- 
ing at the beginning, but no nodule forms. 
Ou the day following, or tho second day 
after the inoculution, the place where the 
lymph was injected becomes hurd and as- 
sumes o darker color, which is not con- 
finedto the inoculated spot, but spreads, 
and in a few days it becomes manifest in 
tho skin thus changed, the modlo finally 
falling off, leaving a flat ulceration, which 
usually heals rapidly and permanently. 
This effect is not exclusively produced with 
living tubercular bacilli, but is also ob- 
served with dead bacilli, the result being 
the same whether the bacilli are killed by a 
somewhat prolonged application of temper- 
ature or boiling heat or by means of certain 
chemicals. 

"Tuberculosis Guinea pigs are killed by 
an injection of very small quantities of 
diluted cultivation ; in fact, within (i to 48 
hours, according to the strength of the 
doBe. An injection which is not sufficient 
to produce the death of the animal may 
cause extended necrosis of "the skin in the 
vicinity of the place of injunction. Animals 
inoculated remain alive, and a noticeable 
improvement in their conditiou soon Buper- 
venes." 

If the injections are continued at inter- 
vals of from one to two days the wound be- 
comes smaller and finally scars over, the 
size of tho swollen lymphatic glands is re- 
duced, the bodj becomes better nourished 
and the morbid process ceases unless it has 
gone too far, in which case the animal per- 
ches from exhaustion. By this means the 
basis of the curative process against tuber- 
culosis is established.

Tire raven has been taught td retrieve 
most creditably. 

The beautiful swallow-tailed kite has 
accomplished the foat of flying across 
tho wholo Atlantic Ocean. 

TnE organs of smell in tho turkoy, 
vulture and carrion crow are so delicate 
that they can scent their food for a dis- 
tance of forty miles. 

The best speed of a railway train is 
only a little more than half tho velocity 
of tho goldon eagle, tho flight of which 
often attains to tho rate of 140 miles an 
hour. 

Of all birds, the condor mounts high- 
est into tho atmosphoro. Humboldt do- 
scribes tho flight of this bird in the An- 
des to bo at least 20,000 feot above tho 
lovol of tho soa.

TnE way of an eagle in tho air is ono 
of those things of which Solomon ex- 
pressed himself ignorant, and there is 
somothing truly marvelous in tho mech- 
anism which controls tho scythc-liko 
sweep of wing peculiar to most birds of 
prey. 

Upon ono occasion a falcon was ob- 
served to out a snipo right in two, with 
such strength and speed did it cut down 
its prey. Sparrow-hawks and merlins 
havo not infrequently boon known to 
crash through thick plato glass windows 
when in pursuit of prey or at caged birds. 

The enormous appetito of tho giant 
penguin (which weighs about eighty 
pounds) may havy something to do with 
its restricted powers of flight, and in the 
stomach of ono of theso were found ton 
pounds of quartz, granite, and trap frag- 
ments, swallowed most likely to pro- 
moto digestion. 

The American passenger pigoon com- 
passes tho wholo Atlantic ocoan. Tho 
speed of its flight is approximately 
known, and it is ablo to cover 1,000 
miles in twenty-four hours. This, in- 
deed, is mnrvnlnns when it is seen that, 
flying at tlio rate of nearly seventy 
miles an hour, it takes tho bird_two 
days and nights to cross. .. .
